FAST AND SLOW. 
TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Six,—On last Monday, at a quarter before one o'clock, I 

sted six letters tn the General Post Office, ordering 
— diffetent manufacturers in Glasgow and Paisley. Re- 
quiring those goods in a hurry, I requested that the orders 
should be executed without delay, and the merchandise put 
on board the Dublin steamer that was to sail from the Clyde 
on Tuesday, the day the orders should have arrived. 

This morning the invoices all came to hand, each stating 
that the goods had been shipped by the Vanguard, and thus 
showing the rapitity with which business now-a-days can 
be trausacted between Dublin and Glasgow. 

This, sir, is the fast part of the transaction, and now comes 
the slow. 

The steamers that sail from the Broomielaw for the North 
Walleach Tuesday and Friday arrive at the latter place 
generally before II o'clock, often before 9 o'clock, on the 
mornings of Wednesday and Saturday—quite time enough, if 
a little exertion was made, to discharge the cargo and deli- 
ver all important goods throughout the city before 5 o'clock. 
But such is not the case, and in almost no instance are they 
ever delivered sooner than 24 hours after the arrival of the 
ship, whilst Saturday's arrival is never thought of until 
midday on Monday. 

It may be said, “ Why not send dravs for your goods, in- 
stead of trust ing to the company to deliverthem?” This 
has been tried, bat there is no use in it, as the steamer, 
having no occasion to go tosea again for 54 hours, the cargo 
is discharged in the most grave and deliberate manner, and 
you have the satisfaction to know that, whilst goods can be 
wonveyed from Glasgow to Dublin in 17 hours, vet it takes 
24 hours to conduct the same from the North Wall to any 
house of business in the centre of the city. 

Now, sir, the Dublin and Glasgow Steampacket Com- 
pany should look to this in time, as the great shipping house 
of Burns stil! flourishes on the banks of the (ly de, and the 
extensive carriers, Cameron and Co. still thrive in 
that busy city of Glasgow, with their eyes wide open, and 
quite willing, on the slightest encouragement, to again 
organise the goods carrying system, via Belfast. 
which a few years ago so sadly shattered the nerves 
of the highly respectable and sapient gentlemen who direct 
the affairs of the Dublin and — Steampacket Com- 
pany.—I am, sir, very respectfully, yours.

DISTRESS IN MAYO. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sine —Having seen a letter in yesterday's Freeman's Jour- 
eal, under the initials J. G.,“ in which the writer has borne 
testumony to the quiet, orderly, and inoffensive character of 
the poor people in whose behalf I have ventured to solicit 
thesympathy of the public, I avail myself of the earliest oppor- 
tunity of confirming, to the fullest extent, the character he 
has given of them. My knowledge of that district embraces 
the long period of forty years. I was acquainted with it be- 
fore it was accessible by a single road, and the only means 
the Coast Guard had for finding their way for many miles 
ever the mountain was by placing large stones, which were 
white-washed, to evable them to find their way by night. 
At that period there was no road beyond the Glen of Glanol- 
dra, about four miles from Ballycastle; since then a coast- 
road was made as far as Belderig, and from thence to the 
river is still, I believe, without a road, and it is on this part 
the distress isso severe. It can be readily understood that. 
with the exception of some small portions of tillage, the poor 
people principally depend for support on rearing cattle. Ow- 
mg tothe great drought of last summer, which is always 
more severe on reclaimed bog lands than clay soils, the crops 
upon which they relied for fodder and support for their cattle, 
eutirely failed them; and, as stated by Mr. Edwards, ia the 
Vain pe to save them, their means are nearly 
exhausted. It isa melancholy satisfaction to me to have 
had the statements | have from time to time made to 
the public confirmed by the testimony of the gentleman 
alluded to ia my letter of the 7th instant.

SITTINGS AT Niet PRIUS, 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jary.) 
Carney v. Guinan. 
This was an action instituted by the plaintiff, an humble 
farmer to recover damages for an alleged illegal seizure of 
a horse, under a civil bill, by the defendant. The question in 
this case was, whether the seizure had been made after sun- 
set, as stated by the plaintiff, or at a considerably earlier 
hour, as averred by the defendant. The evidence of the se- 
veral parties was most conflicting.

SITTINGS AT NIAI PRIUS. 
The Right Hon, the Lord Chief Baron Pigot took his seat on 
the bench yesterday morning at eleven o'clock, and pro- 
ceeded with the trial of records in his lordship’s list. A 
special jury was sworn to try the following case :— 
Kelly v. Smylvy. 

Mr. games Coffey opened the pleadings, and Mr. Charles 
Rollestone, . C. stated the plaintiffs case. The action was 
brought by a builder, Mr Hugh Kelly, of Brunswick-street, in 
this city, against the defendant, Dr. Smyly, as the executor 
and personal representative of the late Sir Philip Crampton, 
Bart., to recover a sum of £662, for work and labour done. 
It appeared that the plaintiff contracted with the defendant 
to build a house called Violet Hill, in Enniskillen, county 
Fermanagh, for 42.000, as a glebe-house for the Rev. 
Josiah Crampton, the son of Sir Philip, and who held a liv- 
ing inthe above-named district. The plaintiff alleged that 
the £2.000 had been paid him, but that he bad made other 


improvements and alterations on the premises, for 
which he sought £662 as additional compensation. 
This the defendant denied, and issue was taken 


as to whether such improvements and alterations were really 
effected, and, if so, to what extent. The evidence to sustain 
the plaintiff's case is of a purely technical nature, and does 
not dieclove any facts of public interest. The case has not 
concluded, and is likely to occupy the ceurt the entire of 
this day (Thursday).

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS NISI PRIUS— 
YuerTerpay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jury.) 
Alor v. Leigh. 
This was an action brought by Mr.John Lalor, of Ab- 
bevleix, Queen's County, shopkeeper, against Mr. Samuel 
Leigh. in the same county, woollen manufacturer, to recover 
£33 14s. 10d. for goods sold and delivered, work and labour 
done, and for cars and horses provided by the plaintiff for de 
fendant at his request. The plaintif? and some other wit- 
nesses having been examined to prove his case, 
The Defendant was examined by Mr. Byrne—He deposed 
that all the goods, cars, and money were furnished to his 
father John teigh, as he (defendant) was then under 21 
ye@rs of age, living with bis father, and having no business 
or means of his own ; the plaintiff knew this. 
Mr. Ryan cross-examined the witness.— He stated that he 
took the benefit of the insolvent act in April 1859; that his 
father had also got into difficulties, but the plaintiff was not 
returned as a creditor; he admitted that be saw. and had 
not objected to the account book kept by the plaintiff, in 
which “Samuel Leigh” was inserted as the creditor, 
The fury found a verdict for the plaintiff for the full 
amount claimed. 
Gatchell v. Palmer. 
This was an action of replevin. 
The plaintiff, Mr. Edward Gatchell, ironmonger, com- 
plained that the defendant, Mr. D. C. R. Palmer, illegally 
seized plaintifi's goods, at No. 8, Mountrath-street, in this 
city. The seizure was made for a claim of £150, but plain- 
tiff alleged that but £25 at most was due; that goods to the 
value of £1,200 had been seized, aud that in consequence of 
this proceeding his business and mercantile credit had been 
seriously injured. The defendant pleaded that the damages 
sustained did not amount to more than £5, which he lodged 
in court. The case occupied the remainder of the day.

He said the Greywacke of Ireland was by no means 
easily recognised in its subdivisions. The general grey 
colour was very constant in the North in both slates 
and grits. Inthe South the grits were found to be 
mostly ‘greenish or brown, and the élates — grey 
red,or purple. All those varieties of both kinds were 
frequently tep#ated, and the bands chiefly farrow—th 
fact, the Negro rocks had no constant: T 
rone district had but few features in 
Galway, and the Kildare and Dublin di 
Wexford had a resemblance to the unexplo 
of Ulster; but, unlike Tyrone, Galway, 


or , 
the Kerry and Cork district, in the detail of the 
beds, Hthological character, and other rs, it 
was very different from all or any of other fouf. 


Were it not for the basal brownstome band, a table 
might be formed of seven or eight columms from those 
local groups. There would be corals in one colamn, 
gasteropods would prevail in one, brachiopeds in two 
or three, with cephalopods and trilobites, but unſor- 
tunately for this scheme the brownstone tand proved 
that the different varieties of rock and different groups 
of fossits all belonged to different localities in one fos- 
siliferous zone, a few hundred feet in thickness, and 
were of one age. It was found, on examination of the 
table in the Silurian system, that scores df the fossils 
which were put into the upper zones there had since 
been found in lower zones in other parts of Great 
Britain and Ireland. This spoilt the system. Ano- 


the? table, with a similar list of fossils, was 
made, with columns aleo, not as zones of super- 
position, but as evidence to show the erroneous 


plan of the system. This evidence was collected 
from Professor Phillips’ researches in South Wales ; 
from Professor Sedgwick’s, in North Wales and Cum- 
berland ; and from five districts of Ireland. If the 
author of the Silurian system had'had the chance to 
study the Connemara rocks and fossils before the Silu- 
rian system was written, his table of fossils would 
have aseumed another form. Connemara, where the 
bottom of the system was clearly visible, would never 
have suggested a division of the greywacke into seven 
zones. The name “Silurian” would, in Ireland, on 
the principle of nomenclature which he adopted, pro- 
bably have been Milesian.”” There was also another 
objection to a principle adopted in the table. The 
fossils of Dudley and of the Wenlock band were put 
into one column. In 1854 the Tyrone fossils were put 
into the Caradoc column, along with those of Kildare, 
Dublin, Waterford, and Wexford. ‘Galway was put 
into the Llandovery rocks, and Kerry into the Wen- 
lock zone. If the Galway fossils, accordimg to the 
author's views, partook of a mixed character, it was 
he that mixed them. He made an artificial test by 
which he compared them, and he could not get them 
to fall in with his test, either as upper or lower Silurian 
fossils. The fossils of Ferriter’s Cove, in Kerry, were put 
into the Wenlock column. This zone was high upin the 
system. There were 14,000 feet in thickness of grits and 
slates in Mount Eagle, lying conformably over the 
fossilfferous band at Dunquin, and this appeared to him 
(Mr. Kelly) a weighty reason for keeping it below. 
( Laughter. } The original Silurian country could not 
be made the equivalent of Ferriter's Cove, whatever 
conclusions might be drawn from a handful of fossils. 
The original Silurian district and the Tyrone district 
appeared to be geological equivalents. e so-called 
old red sandstone of Herefordshire overlay the Silurian 
rocks at Ludlow and Aymestry, conformably ; the 
brownstone of Tyrone, the same kind of rock, overlay 
the fossiliferous rocks at Lisbellaw, and at Pomeroy, 
conformably. In both cases, the brown rocks were 
from 7,000 to 8,000 feet thick. It Ludlow were in the 
upper part of the greywacke, so was Lisbellaw. 
He (Mr. Kelly) knew that putting the Tyrone fossils 
in the upper part was contrary to all the laws of fossils 
hu therto made. He could not help that. He surveyed 
the Tyrone district, and took up hundreds of specimens 
from it; the author never saw it for years after hi 
aystem was published. The geologists of the world, 
however, were deeply indebted to him, not tor making 
the system of seven zones, nor for making the upper 
and lower divisions of his systeum out of the materials 
he used, bat for searching for fossils, and for figuring, 
engraving, describing, and publishing those he had 
found. This part of his labours was a lasting benefit to 
science bis example stimulated, and his publications 
assisted, men everywhere to pursue the subject. He de- 
voted his talents and his time in the prime of life, and, 
above all, his fortune (for the money he spent upon it 
was hisown), to the service of geology. It was an un- 

latable task to point faults in the work of any one. 
In this cease he (Mr. Kelly) had no doubt that the author 
himselt would be the first to correct any error in his 
system, if he were convinced that such error ex- 
isted ; but it required a deal of hammering to 
drive an old idea out of the head of a geologist, and 
uta new one in its place. (A laugh.) lle (Mr. 
Telly) procured. at Dudley 52 species of fossils upper 
Silurian ; Professor S.dgwick got there 45, but of 
those, 13 were the same as he (Mr. Kelly) got, leaving 
32 not fouhd there before. Ilaving proceeded at some 
further length into his subject, which was handled in a 
masterly manner,

The want 
was the more remarkable, as in Ireland they had the most 
complete system of statistics upon every other subject of 
any nation in the world. There was, first, the ordnance 
survey, then a property valuation giving the value and size 
of almost every tenement in the country, there were agri- 
cultural statistics furnished yearly, and criminal and police 
law statislics, coriducted in the best and most accurate man- 
ner; and it really only required a system of returns of 
births, marriages, and deaths, to make the information eu- 
plete. The means by which he proposed to carry out this 
system of régistration were less expensive and more simple 
the method employed in England. In Ireland the only 
regi-tration at present was with respect to Protestant mar- 
riages celebrated by ministers of the Established Church, or 
of the Protestant Dissenters.

There were also 
clauses providing for the registration of persons born at sea, 
arf an important clause enabling persons already married, 
and where marriages were not properly registered, to be- 
come registered. He should be most happy to receive any 
suggestion that might be made for the improvement of this 
bill; but, at any rate, he ventured to hope that the session 
would not pass without some such enactment passing into

law. 

Mr. CARDWELL said he was extremely glad to find that 
the noble lord took the same interest in this question which 
he did when he was in office. The noble lord had the henour of 
being the first person who had proposed to remedy this great 
wont as regarded Ireland, and which was ao necessary a sup- 
plement to the decennial census. He (Mr. Cardwell) en- 
tirely concurred in the great importance of this proposal, 
and was extremely glad the noble lord had come forward 
with this bill, Hecertainly hoped a measure on the subject 
would be passed before the close of the present session of 
Parliament. The question of registration bad occupied great 
attention in Ireland, and twe plans had been considered 
and carefully prepared. One was that of the noble lord, 
which he proposed to carry out with the aid of the con- 
The other was more analogous to that adopted 
in England and Scotland, which was catried out through 
the agency of clerks of unions, the registrars of districts, 
and medical officers. Ireland, among other advantages, 
possessed a more complete system of medical relief than any 
other country in the world, There were 700 See? 
districts in Ireland, supplied by at least 1,000 medical offi- 
cers, It was a general question whether it would not be 
more expedient that information which was most desirable 
for scientific purposes should be collected by persons na 
turally possessed of more scientific information than others. 
Accordingly the second plan prepared under the sanction 
of the registrar-general himself proposed that the districts 
of unions should be registration districts, and that 
information should be collected by the medical 
oflicere in each of these dispensary districts. These 
ersons sed great means of acquiring in- 
ormation as to the number of births and deaths 
in the country, owing to their professional knowledge on 
the subject. As to marriages, both of Protestants and 
oman Catholics, it was very probable that a plan similar 
to that of the noble lord would have to be proposed, Dat, 
with regard to the births and deaths, there were some 
reasons why that admirable force, the constabalary, should 
not be employed in the matter. They were, no doubt ex- 
tremely well suited for an occasional inquiry like that of 
the decennial census, but not to collect information which 
arose doe die in diem.” One reason waa, that the head con- 
stable was frequently changed, and dil not long remain in 
the same part of the country; another, that the feeling of 
the people might possilly be averse to having all information 
respecting their family concerns in the hands of the police ; 
and, thirdly, in times of popular excitement, large bodies of 
the force might be concentrated in certain distriets, and 
consequently withdrawn from others. In either case, how- 
ever, the funds must partially be met by local taxation ; 
and if the same proportion were maintained as was observed 
in Great Britain, the larger amount must fall on the local 
funds. He (Mr. Cardwell!) would therefore beg to give 
notice that the course he Mtended to adopt was, within a 
week, to lay on the table a bill which was already prepared, 
and which the pressure of public business alone had hitherto 
prevented him from introducing, based entirely on the plan 
of local management. To this bill he hoped to be able tu 
call the attention of the House. The House would then have 
two measures before it. Ile shouldstudiously endeavour to 
ascertain the feeling of the House on the question, and which- 
ever of the two,bills seemed te meet with most favour from the 
House should receive his support. Ile entirely agreed in the 
expression of the hope that one or (ther of the bills might be 
passed before the expiration of the session.

Tun lasen Cuvecn Miíssíos.-—The lith anniversary 
meeting of this society was held on Tuesday, in St. 
James hall, London—Mr. J. C. Colquhoun in the chair. 
The report, after referring to the operations carried on 
at the various mission stations as progressing favour- 
ably, and after adverting to the opposing influences of 
Roman Catholicism, continued to relate that the means 
at present at the disposal of the committee did not jus- 
tify them in extending their missionary districts. The 
general income for the past year has exceeded that of 
the previous year by £1,755, and the contributions to 
the reserve fund have also exceeded those of the previous 
year by £334, making an aggregate increase of £2,089. 
The balance in hand at the close of the previous year 
was £1,818; the receipts from Great Britain during the 
past year were £22,957; from Ireland. £4,650 ; and 
trom foreign parts, £127 ; making a total income for the 
year of £27,785. The total expenditure during the 
year has reached £27,674; leaving in hand £1,880. The 
balance in the hands of the trustees of the reserve fund 
ia £245. A particular examination of the increase of 
—— affords ground of increased satisfaction in several 
respects. The portion that has been derived from the 
society's associations and collections in England, which 
form the most reliable source of its income, is £1,527, 
thus justifying the expectation expressed in the 
foregoing report. ‘Ihe increase of the contributions of 
ireland has also been £510, and the only source in 
which any decrease has occurred has been the foreign 
receipts. The staff of agency at the close of 1859 was 
as follows:—30 ordained missionaries, 152 lay agents 
and Scripture-readers, 60 schoolmasters, 63 schoolmis- 
tresses, 236 Irish and English teachers, making a total 
of 541 agents employed by the committee; in addition 
to which there are 19 employed by local committees. 
The Bishop of Sierra Leone, in moving the adoption of 
the report, gave an interesting and graphic account of a 
visit which he had made to the scenes of the society's 
operations in Ireland. Other speakers succeeded him 
in addressing the meeting, and the meeting terminated 
with a vote of thanks to the chairman.

On arriving at King’s-cross

rail at Darlington, with other portions of his luggage, 

the value of which, with what it contained, was over £50. 

The portmanteau (produced) was the one he lost. It was 

returned to him about a month after the theft, and 

several articles (produced ) formed, part of the contents. 

The prisoner, on the night of the robbery, took up his 

abode at the Tavistock Hotel, Covent-garden, and had 

with him the portmantcau in question. After staying 

there some days he was missed, and the portmanteau, 

which he left behind, was ultimately given up to Mr. 

Williams, police superintendent of the Great Northern 

Railway. The prisoner pawned many of the articles taken 

out ot the portmanteau, and he was taken into custody on 

the 26th of April, through the instrumentality of an as- 

sistant of Mr, Attenboroaogh’s, 19, Piccadilly, with whom 
he had pledged some of the things, on his offering 
another pledge. A cab driver, named Peter 
Hughes, proved that on the night of the 31st January, on 
the arrival of the train from the north at King’s-cross, 
he took the prisoner,who had with him the portmanteau 
produced, — was placed on the cab by one of the 
rters,to the Tavistock Hotel, and a young woman, 
tween whom and the prisoner there had been an in- 
timate connexion, proved that he lad giveu her furs, 
which were part of the contents of the portmanteau. 
The prisoner, when before the magistrate, said, “ I re- 
— the portmanteau the night it was stolen without 
knowing it hed been so taken, for the purpose of disposing 
of its contents. My connexion with the person from whom 
I received that portmanteau has since become of such a 
nature that I must allow the law to take its course 
without giving any information as to the person from 
whom I did receive it.” 

The Prisoner, in his defence, said—My lord, the un- 
usual course adopted by me in declining all legal 
assistance must, Í have no doubt, appear strangely 
incunsistent with the statement I made at the police 
court, and to which | now solemnly adhere—namely, 
that in the unfortunate transaction for which 1 am here 
to-day I was but an agent, without guilty knowledge 
or intent. Iam, therefore, constrained to trespass for a 
few moments upon the time of the court with a view 
partly of explaining to some extent this strange con- 
duct, and partly for the purpose of making a few 
general observations upon the part I have per- 
formed in this painful business. Against the 
evidence that has been browght forward I have 
uo objection to urge: it proves beyond all doubt 
or question the possession and disposal by me 
of the lost property—points,* my lord, which I have 
never disputed. I acknowledge having received the 

rtmanteau upon the platform of the Great Northern 

tailway, disposing of a portion of its contents, and re- 
ceiving for my own use a few trifling articles that have 
been accounted for in the evidence ; and for the purpose 
of furthering a private object Í agreed to remain some 
days at the Tavistock Hotel, provided my expenses 
were paid by those for whom I acted—my own means 
not enabling me to bear any unusual expenses. Io 
pursuance of that agreement, upon my leaving the 
hotel I wrote to its proprietors to state that my bill 
would be settled by a friend. Such, my lord, being the 
case, it will naturally be asked why I, the innocent 
agent, would not consent to prove myself so by at once 
denouncing the principals, and permitting the law to 
deal with them as well as with me according to our de- 
serts. Lam painfully aware that such would be the 
course most consistent with reason, with innocence, 
with my own antecedents, with that duty which I owe 
to my unhappy family and to society, and that any 
other course will be assumed to have its origin cither 
in insanity or guilt. Fully appreciating this reasoning, 
and kuowing that the course I have adopted must, 
without somethiug approachiag to a miraculous inter- 
position, end in my own ruin, why do I persevere in 
it? lean only reply my lord, that in adopting what 
would appear the honest and straightforward course | 
should be incurring greater moral guilt than if I had 
really committed the crime with which [am charged. It 
would answer no purpose, your lordship, even were I at 
liberty to do so, to detail the history of my connection with 
those for whom I fear I must suffer. Suffice it to say, then, 
that the compact by which I am bound originated in no 
tie of guilt, though it has terminated in undoubted 
crime on one side, and its most fearful consequences 
upon the other. It is my intention, as soon as my fate 
is decided, to furnish such information as may at least 
lead to the recovery of property which I have now at 
least reason to suspect has been ualawfully acquired. 
And though, my lord, it is to me forbidden to give 
to justice the actual perpetrators of the crime tor which 
IT am here, I have but little doubt that before the en- 
piration of the punishment which | fear the law must 
award to me, their career shall have been closed, and 
the secret of my apparently strange conduct be made

GUIANA. 

Letters from Cayenne contain news from French 
Guiana to the 31stof March. Some excitement had been 
created among the planters there by an account re- 
ceived from Paris announcing the formation of a great 
financial company, having Guiana for its object, and of 
which the execution is being completed without the in- 
habitants being consulted. The planters in Guiana feel 
convinced, nevertheless, that the Emperor Napoleon will 
not sanction any company without having first 
ascertained that the general intereste of the colony will 
not suffer from its operations. The local government 
had refused the permission demanded by some 
operatives to form a benefit — It appears 
strange that associations pro by public 
functionaries in France should be forbidden by the 
administration in Guiana. Since the conclusion of 
the Treaty of Commerce between Great Britain and 
France, the atiention of the public at Cayenne had been 
directed to the commercial regime existing in the 
volony. In some respects the system in force is 
liberal, as a great many articles of foreign manufacture 
are admitted on the payment of a trifling duty ad 
calorem. But in other respects the some regime em- 
braces some extraordinary regulations. For instance, 
the importation of all colonial produce from the other 
French colonies igto Guiana is forbiddon. Thus neither 
Martinique or Guadaloupe can send either sugar, coffee, 
eotton, rum, or dyestuffs to Guiana, and the above- 
hained colonies are forbidden to receive similar produce 
from Cayenne. Spiced tafia from Guiana is = 
request among the inhabitants ot the French West India 
islands ; but it is only by the permission of the Custom- 
house officers that they are allowed to receive a few 
chests at long intervals. The production of coffee at 
Cayenne is far from being sufficient to supply the local 
consumption, and nevertheless the inhabitants are not 
ES to obtain any from St. Pierre or Basse Terre. 
W hen the local authorities require colonial produce for 
the public service they purchase it at the Dutch settle- 
ment of Surinam. and import it free of duty into 
Guiana. They follow the same course when the price 
bf tafia is too dear at Cayenne. 


INDIA. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday night,

ROME. 

A letter from Rome, of the let inst., says :— 

“ The Government has abandoned the idea of find- 
fing work forthe unemployed. The number who de- 
manded employment was increasing every day in an 
enormous proportion, and, as the Government could 
not admit them all, complaints were heard, and gubse- 
quently violence was used. Those who had been ad- 
mitted refused to work any longer, and it was disgust- 
ing to sce 20 lazy fellows losing their time over an 
éxcavation which an industrious man would have ac- 
complished in one day. The Government has dis- 
missed them all, and thus realised a saving of £400 a 
day. The Holy Father has commanded the construc- 
tion of several houses near St. Clement, and in the old 
suburbs, in order to give lodgings to a number of poor 
families. ieneral Lamoriciere caused a commissary- 
general to be arrested at Pesaro, and he does not appear 
to be perfectly satisfied with the Swiss officers. His 
familiarity with the private soldiers has created quite an 
enthusiastic feeling among them. The General has pro- 
cured an apartment in the Torlonia Palace, near the 
Vatican, and near the Castle of St. Angelo. One of 
Prince Odescalchi's sons has resigned his commission 
in the Austrian service, in which he held the rank of 
Lieutenant of Cuirassiers, to enter the Papal service.

The Paris 
and Lyons Railway Company are constructing a sta- 
tion-house between the ports of the Joliette and Napo- 
leon on an extensive scale. The splendid steamer 
Guianne, intended for the Brazil mail service, had 
sailed from Marseilles for Bordeaux. 

Berwin, Mar 5.— It. is rumoured here in Court circles 
that a double matrimonial alliance is about to take place 
between the princely House of Hohenzollern and the 
Royal House of Portugal. The current report is that 
the Hereditary Prince of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, 
now aged 25, is to be married to the younger sister of the 
King of Portugal, Donna Antonia, born in 1845, and 
that the King of Port will marry the younger 
daughter of the Prince Hohenzollern, the Princess 
Marie, also born in 1845. It will be reinembered that 
his Majesty was previously married to the sister of 
this Princesa, the Princess Stephanie, who died under 
very melancholy circumstances last year. 

A Paris letter, in a Rouen journal, says — The 
Emperor is, it is well known, the author of an impor- 
tant work on gunnery, entitled Le Passe et l'Avenir de 
Artillerie“ This work was begun in Switzerland, 
and the first volume appeared during the Emperor's 
captivity at Ham. Since his accession to the throne it 
has been continued under ‘his immediate direction b 
Colonel Fave, of the artillery, one of his Majesty's 
aides-de-camp. e second volume has already ap- 
peared ; the third and fourth will shortly be published 
by Dumaine, the military bookseller. The contract 
signed at Ham between the author and the publisher 
contains a clause, insisted on by the author, to the effect 
that the publication should only be interrupted in case 
of force majeure (circumstances over which neither 
party has any control).

The Select Committee of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed to inquire as to Packet and Telegraphic Con- 
tracts satyesterday. Present—Mr. Dunlop (chairman) 
Sir Edward Grogan, Sir S. Northcote, Mr. Bazley, Mr, 
Corry, Mr. Ellice, Mr. Baxter, Colonel Greville, and 
Sir F. Baring. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was examined as to 
some points on which the committee sought informa-. 
tion with respect to the Galway line, and stated that 
as most of the communications which had passed be- 
tween him and Mr. Allen, and Mr. Ross, of Canada, 
had been verbal, he did not wish the committee to place 
much stress upon them, especially as the hurry of 
business might have since weakened his recollection of 
them. He, in the course of last year, had communica- 
tions with Mr. Allen aud Mr. Ross. Mr. Ross com- 
plained of the hardships to which Canada was sub- 
jected by the grant to the Galway line, and pressed 
the necessity of some redress being obtained. There 
was no reference at that time to the negociations be- 
tween the Montreal and the Galway Company which 
were afterwards brought under his notice. hen he 
was in Flintshire, in August last, one of the gentlemen 
connected with the Montreal Compapy came to him, 
avd told him that arrangements been made by 
which the Galway contract was to be transferred to the 
Montreal Company, at a bonus of £24,000 a year. He 
asked whether the Government would be likely to give 
their assent to such a transfer? Ille had no doubt that, 
on the part of the Treasury, he gave a decided refusal to 


nion that Government should not interfere, even in 
the slightest degree, with the decision of the select com- 
mitice, to whom the matter had been referred by the 
House of Commons. He thought that the ap- 
plication was that the Treasury should recommend 
to the Admiralty the transfer, and that the gentle- 
mau who came on behalf of the Montreal Company was 
a Mr. Sabel.

THE INSURRECTION IN SICILY. 

Panis, May 8.—The Putrie of this evening says, 
General Garibaldi's departure for Sicily has been fully 
confirmed. He left during the night from the 5th to 
the 6th inst. 

The Piedmontese Government had ordered all arms 
and ammunition which had been deposited at Quarto, 
near Genoa, to be seized, and had also given orders for 
the port of Genoa to be watched. 

The expeditionary vessel which had taken her papers 
for Malta had put out to sea two days previously. 
General Garibaldi joined the vessel immediately after- 
wards, which, instead of proceeding to Malta, went to 
Sicily. 

The Piedmoatese Government made every possible 
protest against this act of General Garibaldi, which 
may involve the new Italian State in great difficulties. 
General Garibaldi, being in connection with the com- 
mittee in London undertaking the collection of English 
subscriptions for Sicily had, in order toreplace the arms 
which he feared would be seized by the Sardinian Go- 
vernment, received other arms, which had not passed 
through Viedmont. 

The J’ays contains intelligence identical with that 
given in the “ Patrie.” 

The Opinione Nationale says the different vessels 
belonging to General Garibaldi's expedition will unite 
off the Island of Cabraja. They will then direct their 
course towards Sicily.
